Smith Grisvvold, Air Pollu 
tion. Con troll Officer, testi 
fjed that automobiles, truck? 
and buses are responsible 
for 80 per cent of smog in 
Los Angeles County.

Kennedy was instructed to 
prepare a formal legal opin 
ion on the possibility of tak 
ing federal court action 
against the auto industry 
after confering with State 
Attorney General Stanley 
Mosk, and the federal dis 
trict Attorney General's of­ 
fice

"\ special federal grand 
jury should be covened to 
study this problem and to 
initiate action against the 
automobile industry," Hahn 
declared.
